We were fortunate in having no confirmed case of Poliomyelitis. 
During the year a scheme was inaugurated for the vaccination of 
children in a sclected age group and it is hoped that supplies of 
vaccine will be sufficient to make it possible for a high percentage 
of the children to reccive protection. 


Once again it is plonsing to report the abscneo of Diphthoria 
and it is now over eleven years since a case was notified. 


Diphtheria Immunisation 


Details supplied by the Local Health Authority show that during 
the year 1957, 170 children under five years of age were immunised 
against diphtheria and 90 children aged four to fifteen years were 
given a "booster dose",

Four samples of water for bacteriological examination and 
four samples for chemical analysis from the piped supply after 
treatment were all satisfactory. The reports obtained show 
that the water supply was satisfactory as regards quality, 
and the quantity available was much better than in previous years. 
It was only necessary to 'turn off' at night for a very limited 
period on the high pressure system only, and no restrictions 
were necessary on other supplies. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


The sewage disposal works and pumping facilities are in need 
of drastic reconstruction. It is hoped that the proposed new 
scheme will be commenced at the earliest opportunity.
